This number, in connection with 
the first letter of the suffix, will indicate 
the station's location (oblast, country, auto- 
nomous republic, autonomous region, autono- 
mous area, and the cities of Moscow, Lenin- 
grad, Kiev, Sevastopol, Minsk, Alma-Ata, and 
Tashkent-some not in Russian SFSR -ed). 


In other regions (republics), numbers 1 
through § will be used and only the first let- 
ter of the suffix will denote the station's 
administrative-territorial unit 


Individual stations will have three-letter 
suffixes ended by two letters of -AA to -V2;

Present 2X2 callsigns 
remain the same. Following callsigns will

in suffixes of stations in administrative 
units whose identification letter is changed;

“We make the assumption that the goal of the DXer 
is to work a new one...and get to the DXCC Honor 
Roll, whether he has just started to chase DX, or 
is already well on his way to the top." 


Author W9KHI wastes no time outlining the pur- 
pose of his book, with the above quote appearing 
on page three of The Complete DXer. No time is 
wasted pontificating on the thrill of sitting on 
14.200 MHz SSB at the same time every day, talk-~ 
ing to the same stations around the world. Locher 
proceeds to spill the beans about operating tech- 
niques which will be old hat to many but deep, 
dark mysteries to most operators. A more apt 
title for his book might have been "The Complete 
Operator," because most of what he has to say can 
apply to every time we turn our radios on. 


WOKNI, sitting in the lonely 
DXCC Honor Roll, doesn't miss a trick. One which 
he fails to mention in his book is worth reveal- 
ing here. Back in 1977, his lifelong W9KNI call- 
sign was supplanted by a new 2-letter K9 call. 
When the time came a few years later to relinquish 
one call or the other, the author sat back and 
pondered which one had the best international re- 
cognition, and it was clear that W9KNI, with 
twenty years on the bands, held sway. He kept it.

That stressing of callsign recognition is just 
about the only thing we can think of which isn't 
mentioned in The Complete DXer. While there are 
few truly new ideas on this book, most of them 
having been expressed elsewhere at one time or an- 
other, Locher has put it all together in a read- 
able fashion. His easy, conversational style 
never condescends to the reader. Even the wiliest 
old timer will be reminded of at least a few tech- 
niques he has used but perhaps forgotten in these 
recent days of lists, nets, and simplex SSB DXing. 


ALL the standard sermonettes are here...use 
UTC time exclusively, learn about propagation, 
spend your money on receivers and antennas instead 
of transmitters, read the publications, etc., but 
these Radio Commandments are spread throughout the 
book so the reader doesn't choke on them. 


The real meat of the book begins with a section 
on equipment, and author Locher laments the pass- 
ing of separate receiver/transmitter combinations 
(as many have done the last ten years). Not only 
does he stress calling on the right frequency, 
and the fact that there's nary a transceiver made 
which allows the operator to do so efficiently, 
Locher even tells us how to force our transceivers 
to give us the information we need. This is where 
The Complete DXer leaves other tutorials behind: 
Tt not only advises what to do, it tells how to 
do it. 


Sections on choosing a station and selecting 
antennas are particularly useful. W9KNI notes 
something we have noticed on our mailing list here 
at IDXB: DXers tend to live on streets like High 
Ridge Road and Hilltop Drive. When real estate 
brokers say that selling your house is location, 
location, and location, they ddn't know the half 
of it! On antennas, Locher's advice is that if 
you want to avoid missing a "new one," it's not 
how big it is but rather how long you can keep it 
up. The same goes for rigs...better to have two 
decent stations (with at least one of them work- 
ing at all times) than to spend megabucks on a 
new, super-duper radio which spends half its time 
back at the factory.

Last month's ZL8AMO CW work from Kermadec was 
a perfect example of what the author has to 
say about pileup techniques (he gives it to us 
in three doses: Basic, Intermediate, and Ad- 
vanced Pileup Technique): the bulk of the pile- 
up was calling Ron UP from his transmit freq- 
uency while he was actually working stations 
BELOW him. Locher describes the several ways 
to determine where to set your transmitter: 
ask somebody on the 2-Meter net (worst), find 
the last station the DX just worked (better), 
and listen to the pileup for a period of time 
until you have determined the DX station's tun- 
ing pattern (best). 


One trick perhaps not sufficiently stressed 
is that "you can't fight propagation." If you 
are listening to the pileup as you should and 
find stations in another part of the country 
(or of the world) are dominating the DX station's 
time, better to wait it out. Yes, Virginia, 
there is such a thing as one-way skip! 


The second half of The Complete DXer is, the 
author readily admits, aimed at the “hard core." 
We were glad to find a number of vignettes 
featuring the DXer consulting his "DX Tout 
Sheet" for bits of information to help in find- 
ing those elusive resident DX stations who seem 
to appear on the third Thursday of alternate 
months during Leap Year. If you need one of 
those African "Terrible Ts," it helps to learn 
a little French and listen to the nets around 
14.110 MHz. And as K9EL pointed out in a let- 
ter to IDXB recently, many of the rarer DX 
operators have plenty of W/K QSLs on file... 
try calling a CQ in their direction and, when 
you work them, avoid announcing their call on 
the frequency to spare them a pileup. 


Chapter 14, "Graduate Hunting," will be one 
of the most interesting to TDXB readers (who, 
according to our Annual Countries Needed Sur- 
veys, have an average DXCC total of 280). 

WOKNI says.he needs an elusive ZM7...the resi- 
dent ham there on Tokelau uses solar cells to 
charge batteries for his rig and, according to 
the "DX Tout Sheet," he shows irregularly on 
20 CW between 0800 and 11002. "Most weeks he 
is on at least once, the essence of nightmares, 
of lost sleep, of frustration," opines W9KNI. 
"Forcing yourself out of a warm bed at 3 AM 
local time on a Tuesday to check a band that is 
probably dead for a station that is probably 
not there separates the DXers from the Weekend 
Warriors." In the end, Locher gets his ZM7, 
through a combination of techniques which have 
already been described in the book...he pulls 
everything together here: read the publications, 
sean the bands, keep in touch with locals, talk 
to stations in the Pacific for information. 

All this leaves the reader feeling like someone 
who goes to Alchoholics Anonymous must feel: 
"You're not alone." 


Developing skills is what this book is about; 
thus there is no mention of working DX on list 
operations and only a single note about "nets" 
(as a good bet for, say, the occasional specific 
station who is found nowhere else). Add to this 
the dearth of references to current products, 
services, and awards programs, and what you have 
is a timeless work which will teach as well in 
the year 2004 as it teaches today. Many new- 
comers will decide Locher's approach is just too 
much for them to handle or master. They prob- 
ably eat quiche, too.
